~ No. 2 Flying Instructors’ School of 
the R.C.A.F. was officially opened on 
Friday afternoon last, October 3(1, by 
His Honor J. C. Bowen, Lieut.-Gover- 
nor of Alberta, and Air Commodore G. 
R. Howsam, M. C., officer com¬ 
manding No. 4 Training Command, 
with headquarters in Calgary. 

A crowd of civilians, estimated at 
well over 4,000 which gathered from 
points all over Southern Alberta were 
in attendance at the impressive cere¬ 
mony despite very chilly weather. 

The band of No. 2 Wireless School, 
Calgary, gave a half-hour band com 
cert starting at 2.30 p.m. As the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor’s plane flew into the 
station just before 3 o’clock, the air¬ 
men and airwomen and officers of the 
Vulcan airport lined up to receive him. 
The band marched down the parade 
squaie and behind them came the spec¬ 
ial guard of honor with rifles and fixed 
bayonets. His Honor inspected them, 
then a prayer of dedication was offered 
by Hon. Flt.-Lt. J. Brown. 

, Wing Commander F. R. West, com¬ 
manding officer of the new school, in¬ 
troduced the speakers, the first of 
whom was Mayor W. D. Allan of Vul¬ 
can, who extended a hearty “Western” 
welcome and pointed out that people 
of the Vulcan district to Thursday, had

Then in the vivid blue sky, fleecy 
clouds forming a perfect backdrop, 
planes of various kinds gave demon¬ 
strations of formation flying and of 
aerobatics, offering an hour of very 
thrilling entertainment. 4 descrip¬ 
tion of the manoeuvers over a public 
address system greatly added to the 
enjoyment of the performance. 

A demonstration of the fire depart¬ 
ment and of the first aid crew was giv¬ 
en when a “building” was set afire and 
a person overcome by smoke and 
flames. 

Following this the crowd inspected 
the various buildings on the station 
and were served a splendid lunch in 
the airmen’s mess. 

A fun fair in the drill hall at 7 p.m. 
was followed by a mammoth dance 
with about 1500 on hand for the latter.

“I believe personally,” said the lieu¬ 
tenant-governor, “iTiat we are on the 
way to victory.”

Official welcome to the guests was 
extended by Air Commodore Howsam, 
who flew down from Calgary for the 
occasion. “It will be unnecessary to 
remind you," he said, “that the field on 
which the air station stands grew a 
crop of wheat last year. It was for¬ 
merly the farm of D. H. Galbraith. 
Now on the same ground as you can 
see, there are great airplaine hang¬ 
ar*, hard surfaced runways, power 
lines, deep sewers and water mains. 

“Now despite the many difficulties, 
which go with the building of a great 
Station tike this, it is producing every 
few weeks crop after crop of highly 
trained instructor pilots in accordance 
with the arrangements of our great 
air training plan. So we gladly wel¬ 
come our friends to be with us to-see 
the opening of our newest flying train¬ 
ing school.

The Canadian Red Cross is now 
sending 60,000 food parcels every 
week to prisoners in Europe. The fol¬ 
lowing report was made by officials 
telling of conditions at camp 66 (Gra- 
vina): At present there are about 3,- 
000 nomcommissioned officers and 
men at this camp. The buildings are 
described as solid and well made. Sani¬ 
tary arrangements are not yet com¬ 
pleted, but there is a very good water 
supply. Red Cross parcels have been 
received as well as a good stock of 
clothing, but more parcels are needed. 
The infirmary is complete but not yet 
in use. There are three British doc¬ 
tors in attendance, with thirteen Brit¬ 
ish orderlies. Prisoners can prepare 
their own food on small field ranges. 

At present nothing has been done 
about recreational activities. Educa¬ 
tional and training courses are being 
planned, and, as the camp is situated 
on a high plateau, there will be ample 
room for playing fields.

Solomon Islands Strongly Defended; 
British Gains in Desert Fighting; 
Stalingrad Holds, But Germans 
Make Caucasus Gains Toward 
Military Highway 


Don’t Be Late For 
Overseas Xmas

to reach England in time for Christ¬ 
mas is November 10. Many people 
and organizations have wisely got 
ti.en - parcels into the mail already, and 
a special effort should be made by all

Parcels up to a limit of 11 pounds 
may go to armed forces, but it™ ad¬ 
vised to reduce below this size if pos¬ 
sible. The rate of postage is 12 cts. 
a pound. 

Five pounds is the limit allowed for 


Allied forces in the Pacific have 
been pushing back the Japs and have 
brought heavy losses to naval 
strength. Battles continue to rage 
round the Solomon Islands. In Egypt 
the Axis forces are subjected to con¬ 
centrated pressure from British and 
Allied troops. Round Stalingrad 
which has been besieged for almost 
two and a half months, the tide of 
battle still rolls, with Germans mak¬ 
ing desperate effort to regain at all 
cost the positions lost in the past few 
days. Germans, however, claim to 
have gained several towns at the base 
of the Caucasus. 

From Australia conies word that Al¬ 
lied ground forces have recaptured 
Kokoda, chief inland base of the Japs 
on New Guinea. They have also 
frustrated attempts to land Jap re¬ 
enforcements at another coastal base. 
Enemy transports carrying 7000 men 
were badly damaged, and Jap strength 
reduced. 

In the Solomon Islands area to the 
north-east of Australia, the U.S. for¬ 
ces have been holding their ground. U. 
S. troops are still occupying the 
ground, and supply lines are intact. 

Another U.S. aircraft carrier has 
been sunk, and Americans have lost 
two destroyers. But a-damaging Jap 
toll has been taken in the loss or dam¬ 
age of seven large vessels. The enemy 
is also reported to have lost over 100 
planes. The U.S: navy department 
reports 76 Jap craft sunk or damaged 
in the Solomons struggle against 18 
American craft. 

Retreat from the Guadalcanal is the 
late news from that war area, but this 
may 'be a temporary move. 

Axis Forces Trapped in Egypt 

British have been maintaining h**avy 
pressure on trapped infantry brigades 
m the desert areas. The forces caught 
in a military pocket on Egyptian des¬ 
ert are believed to be mainly German. 
A daring Australian charge, resorting 
to bayoqet attack encircled the Axis 
fa re — , jnMbering several thousand. 

The British continue to maintain 
gains elsewhere on the Egyptian front 
Ceaseless air attacks have harried the 
enemy supply lines, and Axis convoys 
entering Tobruk have been attacked. 
Fuel and munition trucks have been 
fired, and great British armored for¬ 
mations are at hand to carry a brunt 
of attack. 

Russians Still Hold 

Stalingrad still stands and the bat- 
ties in that area fluctuate, with gains 
and losses still divided. The Soviet 
control is massing powerful shock 
troops for a winter attempt to break 
through the German line 276 miles 
west of Moscow. 

In spite of the heavy fighting in 
Stalingrad and Caucasus sectors, full 
aviation and armored troops are as¬ 
sembling elsewhere. Action is expected 
to resume on the lOentral Russian front 

Military Highway Over Caucasus 

The Red Army is defending ap¬ 
proaches to the military highway 
across the Caucasus after retreat in 
the Nalchik area. 

The German action in the Caucasus 
to reach the Grozny oilfields have been 
unsuccessful to date aftei toes of 19,- 
000 men. The capture of Nalchick 
brings the Germans within 60 miles of 
the northern terminus of the military 
highway leading to Tiflis and the oil 
properties beyond the mountains. In 
between lie snowy crags and strong 
Soviet mountain positions. 

Turkey Nearer W*r7 

The president of Turkey has an¬ 
nounced that his country is now nearer 
war than at any time since the conflict 
began. If Hitler fails in interlocking 
the Caucasus and Egyptian campaigns 
it is believed he will attempt to reach 
the Middle East through Turkey or 
Syria. Winter weather might favor 
attack on Turkey.

Construction of this splendid new 
ai.poil began in October 1941 on the 
C.tmiaith farm, where just a short 
time before a forty bushel to the acre 
crop uad been harvested. Work con¬ 
tinued' apace throughout the winter 
months and on through spring into 
cany .summer.The first flight of guards 
arrived just before Christmas last 
year. These were under Sgt. F. K. 
T>e, the first airman to set foot on 
the station. A few others came in the 
spring to superintend building, 'etc. 
First members of the permanent staff 
began to arrive in June. From then on 
new men were arriving daily and the 
tremendous amount of work involved 
in establishing a new station and get¬ 
ting it functioning was underway. 
Considerable credit is due these darly 
men for they began flying operations 
on August 1st. 

Even since that time men have con¬ 
tinued’ to come in, further adding to 
the personnel at the airport. The first 
airwomen arrived here early in Oc¬ 
tober and more have arrived since 
then. These replaced men who were 
needed for other duties. Personnel will 
continue to arrive for some time yet 
until the station is up to full strength. 

The first class to graduate from this 
school was on September 24th. Many 
Alberta boys were included in this 
group including'FO Jack Piken, a for¬ 
mer Vulcan boy, and Sgt.-Pilot C. L. 
Scott of Nan ton. The second class 
graduated on October 9th, an occasion 
which marked the first time civilians 
were allowed on the station. 

The official opening was marked or 
Friday last. A third class graduate*, 
just previous to this A 

The school is regarded as one of th« 
backbones in the efficient operation of 
the Commonwealth Air Training plan. 

Graduates from Service Flying 
Training Schools who show unusual 
ability for making fine instructors are 
posted to No. 2 F.I.S. or to one of the 
other few such schools in the Domin¬ 
ion. There student officers and stu¬ 
dent sergeant pilots receive a thor¬ 
ough course to fit them for their new 
duties. On graduating they are sent 
to various flying training schools to 
keep the training machinery moving 
and gathering momentum. 

Construction Period 

Engineers chose a broad, flat area 
between Vulcan and Nanton for the 
school. Last fall construction work was 
started and by March airmen were 
moving into the trim buildings. As. 
quickly as workmen finished buildings 
more officers and men came tq take 
over their duties of starting the new 
school. 

A few more buildings have recently 
been adoed to the plan and will be 
constructed shortly. 

However, the centre is now operat¬ 
ing smoothly. 

Already it has graduated instructors 
and these are now imparting their 
knowledge to aspiring pilots in flying 
training schools scattered from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic.

in various capacities. Hundreds are 
expected to be posted at No. 2 F.I.S. 
by the time the personnel is complet¬ 
ed. 

In charge of the.first group of air¬ 
women was’Assistant Section Officer 
J. C. P. Parry, a Hamilton, Ont. girl 
who enlisted last November, after 
working as a transport driver for the 
Red Cross. She was the first officer of 
the R.C.A.F. women’s division to ar¬ 
rive on the station. The present O.C. 
of women’s division is Assistant Sec¬ 
tion Officer Frances Raithlat, of Tor¬ 
onto, Ont. 

The large training centre is well 
provided with equipment necessary for 
successful operation and its red-roofed 
gieen buildings present a pleasing pic¬ 
ture in the rich wheat growing area. 
Hard-surfaced runways, long enough 
to handle the largest craft, are in al¬ 
most constant use as planes land and 
take off in p steady procession. 

Commodious Quarters 

Commodious quarters are used by 
personnel and are kept neat and trim. 

The modern air force hospital is op¬ 
erated under FlightLieutenant H. M'.~~ 
Hutchison, senior medical officer for 
the station. The fedmonton physician 
practised for two years with Dr. W? 
Strome at Macleod after graduating 
from the University of Alberta. In 
February, 1941, he enlisted while at 
Toronto. 

Teeth, and there are many hundreds 
of sets on the station, are attended to 
at the dental clinic, equipped with the 
best of materials. 

Recreation 

Pilot Officer Burst S. Scharfe of 
hockey fame, is the sports officer on 
the station and is steadily striving to 
get more games underway. His chief 
handicap, however, is lack of equip¬ 
ment. Before enlisting in July last at 
Saskatoon, he was successively on the 
rosters of St. Paul Saints, Portland 
Buckaroos, Spokane Bombers and Sas¬ 
katchewan Quakers. 

The Canadian Legion Auxiliary 
Services operates a hut at the station 
with Honorary Captain H. R. Evans 
of Innisfree, Alta., in charge. Through 
the service airmen take special educa¬ 
tional courses, receive reading mater¬ 
ial, writing material and are brought 
motion pictures. 

No. 2 F.I.S. has its own fire hall and 
fire fighting equipment with Squadron 
Leader F. R. Sharp as president and 
FO G. 0. Mathewson as fire chief. 

Chaplains attend to the religious 
phase ofthe school’s life, Hon. Fit. 
Lieut. J. G. Brown being stationed 
there as the Protestant chaplain while 
Hon. Lit. Lieut. J. B. Coyne the Ro¬ 
man Catholic chaplain works between 
No. 2 F.I.S. and No. 15 Service Flying 
Training School at Claresholm. 

Some of the officer's have brought 
their families from their home towns 
and they are now living in Nanton, 
•Vulcan and other centres near the 
base. 

Former Coalhurst Girl 

A former Coalhurst girl was one of 
the first NJC.O.’s of the women’s di¬ 
vision to arrive at the station. Opl. M. 
T. Fraser, arriving there early this 
month with Cpl. M. Klots of Allan, 
Saskatchewan. Cpl. Fraser was bom 
in Coalhurst and enlisted in Toronto 
last February. 

To gain an inkling of the tremen¬ 
dous work involved in the construction 
of an air training school, one must 
visualize that such an establishment 
con-mares in’size to a town of approxi¬ 
mately 2.000 people. At Vulcan the 
paved surfaces of the aerodrome alone 
would make a road 20 feet wide and 
28 ,/ - miles long; the distance from 
Lethbridge to Macleod. 

Seven Hangars 

The seven hangars include over one 
nuarter of a million feet of floor space 
for the storage of aircraft, mainten¬ 
ance etc. In addition to the hangars 
there are buildings for accommoda¬ 
tion of personnel, instruction of stu¬ 
dents, storage of equipmt..i, and work 
shops. Some of the quarter’s buildings 
accommodate over three hundred men 
each. 

The station has its own fully equip¬ 
ped 35 bed hospital and a eomplete 
dental clinic. • The sewage disposal 
plant is sufficiently large to look after 
(he average small town of 2,000 peo¬ 
ple. The water supply system with its 
100,000 gallon reservoir, would take 
care of same. 

Electrical Service 

The sub-station supplying electric¬ 
ity to the station has a capacity of 
600 KVA and will handle a load in ex¬ 
cess of 660,000 watts, or enough power 
to supply 132 five-roomed houses, ful¬ 
ly equipped with electric lights, re¬ 
frigerator, washing machine, iron, 
toafcter, hot water heater and radio. It 
would be sufficient to supply a town, 
.including the business section, with a 
population of 1,600 to 2,000 people 
The annual consumption of coal at this 
station will possibly be in excess of 
5,000 tons. 

FLT.-LT. W. G. BLACK

Paying For Farm Storage 


To Prevent Drifting

Loam soila liable to drift can b« 
made safe by ridging with the duck- 
loot cultivator, the ordinary duckfeet 
tilted back. Light listing usually pro¬ 
tects the field, but loam that haa 
started to drift and sandy soil or clay 
may require actual listing. 

Another method of furnishing fall 
protection for bare, unploughed fal¬ 
lows is to fall plough. This ploughing 
should be deep enough to turn tha 
loose lop soil under and provide a 
lumpy surface. Usually thia mean* 
ploughing two or three inches deeper 
than the soil has been loosened by 
summer cultivation.
